The report, of T. V. IWderly, Na- 


tional Commissioner of Immigration, 
for the pnst ycnr shows Umt &!9,290 Itn- 
migrants ciuuo iuto tho United States 
for that period. Of those 43,057, beiug 
over 14 yours of age, could ^either read 
uor write. The countries furnishing 
the largest number rank as followe : 
Italy, Kuesi.i, Ireland, Qermuny, Aus- 
tria-Huugfiry,Sweden, England. About, 
one fifth were laborers, the exact num- 
ber being 52,531. Servants numbered 
23,636, farmers 16,243, and very many 
trade 3 in varying proportions. 


Commissioner Powderly recommend* 


several changes in 
the immigration 


laws looking to n protection ot the 
country from undesirable immigrants, 
particularly those olflicted with dis- 
ease. Ho believes that loose lawH oare- 
lesaly enforced admit many classes of 
Immigrants who have uo business here, 
and jwho not only burden American 
hospitals and American cbaritiop, but 
are a menace to the free institutions of 
the country. He also criticises the 
manner in which our naturalization 
laws are abused. 


Commissioner Powderly has always 


been la favor of restricting immigra- 
tion, believing that th.- opening of our 
doors to all classes of immigrants bore 
a close relation to the labor question. 
In this opinion he is quite correct, and 
bis report vindicates the position. For 
tbe past five years ordinary labor, and 
la too many oases skilled labor, has 
found it impossible to obtain steady 
employment. Thousands of laborers 
have only barely subsisted. But dur- 
ing the psal twelve months the number 
of laborers has been increased by over 
52,000 from Europe, and without any 
increase in tbe demand for labor.

Any person charged with taxes on 


real estate and personal property ac- 
cording to existing law may, at his op- 
tion, pay the full amount thereof on 6r 
before the first Monday in December, 
1898; but if he shall pay one-half of 
such taxes, as the same shall appear on 
the assessment roll taxed against him, 
on or before the first Monday in Janu- 
ary, 1898, then in such case the remain- 
ing half of such tuxes shall not become 
delinquent prior to the first Monday in 
June, 1899; but if such person shall 
fail to pay the first half of said taxes, 
an herein provided, then the entire tax 
shall become due and shall be collected 
as provided by law, and all taxes of 
which the flrBt half shall not be paid 
on or before the first Monday in De- 
cember, 1898, shall be subject to have 
added thereto a penalty of ten per cent 
together with $1.25 for Auditor's certifi- 
cate, and $2 for advertising, and all 
taxes of the preceding year which re- 
main due and unpaid up to the first 
Monday in June, 1899, shall be subject 
to, and there shall bo added thereto, a 
like penalty withcoets as before stated.

When D»»l»rellai Were rirst Used. 
The introduction of the umbrella in 


some places has been regarded of suffi- 
cient importance to be included in the 
local annals. About 1780 a red Leghorn 
umbrella was introduced into Bristol, 
and it created quite a sensation in the 
city. It was about the same period that 
an umbrella was first carried in the 
streets of Stamford, Lincolnshire. It 
was of Chinese manufacture and was 
brought to Stamford from Glasgow. 
Mrs. 
Stockdale, in 1776, is recorded to 


have brought' from the island of Gra- 
nada, in the West Indies, the first um- 
brella seen in Cartmel, Lancashire. 


In 1779 Dr. Spens, a popular physi- 


ciau, carried an umbrella m the streets 
of Edinburgh, and he ia credited with 
introducing it into the Scottish capital. 
John Jameson, a Glasgow burgeon, vis- 
ited Paris about 1781 or 1783 and 
brought back with him an umbrella, 
which waa the first seen m Glasgow, 
where it attracted nnueual attention. 
William Symington was the first per- 
son to carry an umbrella in Paisley. 


It ia related by Horace Walpole in 


his account of the punishment of Dr. 
Shebberere for libel, Dec. 5, 1758, that 
when he was in the pillory a footman 
held over him an umbrella to keep off 
the rain. This has been described as an 
aristocratic stylo of bearing punish- 
ment. The nndersheriff got into trou-
